Point of View 

Politically correct? 



T here’s been a lot of talk 
about the rising pressure 
to be pobtically correct, in 
institutions and in media. 

A recent example: The 
resignation of Nobel Laureate 
Tim Hunt as Honorary Professor 
at University College London, 
after his sexist comments about 
"girls in labs" made headlines 
and unleashed a storm of 
criticism. 

Since his resignation, there has 
been plenty of heart-burning 
and debate. Is the ‘demand’ for 
political correctness creating an 
environment that is antithetical 
to freedom of speech? Can there 
be full academic openness 
and exchange at universities 
and colleges, when such off¬ 
hand comments bring such 
strong reaction? Will the fear of 
offending one group or another 
result in muffling of debate? 

In some circles there seems 
to be more concern over the 
pressure to be ‘PC’ than there is 
over the comments themselves. 

It seems clear that the trend to 
political correctness is fueled by 
a rising impatience, that women, 
homosexuals and visible 
minorities are still the targets 
of off-hand attacks, slurs and 


negative comments, particularly 
by persons in authority, or who 
fill the role of "educator.” 

Such comments add nothing 
to the dissemination of 
knowledge, or to debate. They 
don't improve the function 
of universities, or add to the 
academic exchange. 

There has also been some 
talk, of controversial speakers 
“uninvited” to speak at 
universities in the wake of 
protests. 

That could be concerning, 
but seems more a reflection 
of dissatisfaction with the 
current invitational model: 
there is an appetite for debate, 
but not necessarily for giving 
such speakers an unrestricted 
platform for their views. We 
wonder if there would have 
been any protest had organizers 
ensured that a speaker from an 
opposing point of view was also 
invited, to provide an balance of 
ideas. 

At base, freedom of speech 
hasn't been affected. You can 
still say what you want; what 
has changed is that there are 
now likely to be consequences - 
especially with the Internet and 
social media allowing others to 
have their free say in response.
